He 
expressed the conviction Russia, 
with British and American aid, 
would be able fully to equip the 
Red army and to resist any German 
attack during the spring and sum- 
mer.

He explained Premier Stalin is 
fulfilling the present agreement 
with the Chinese but would not 
likely be able to increase the flow 
of munitions. 

He described Stalin as a “great 
Strategist” and said the Russian 
leader was personally directing the 
pasa Strategy along the entire 
ront.

England 
retorted by Ambassador Sir Hughe 
Knatchbull-Hugessen’s formal de- 
nial but did not stop at that. 

By way of proving that Turkey 
was threatened by the Germans, 
Britishers were ordered to leave 
that country. 

Past knowledge of German dip- 
lomacy shows that a war of nerves 
is the forerunner of some demands, 
What the Germans want from Tur- 
key, according to well-informed 
observers here, was discussed be- 
tween the Nazis’ Grand Admiral 
Erich Raeder, and the head of the 
Italian fleet, Admiral Arturo Ric- 
cardi at Garmish, in Bavaria. These 
conversations, it is believed, dealt 
with the passage of the Axis navies 
through the Dardanelles which, 
according to the Montreux conven- 
tion, is forbidden to belligerent 
fleets, 

CAUCASUS OIL 

Owing to the increasing difficulty 
of maintaining its positions in the 
Crimea, the Axis must very soon 
find a way to strengthen its naval 
forces in the Black Sea, The Cri- 
mea is regarded as the stepping 
stone for the German spring offens+ 
ive for possession of badly needed 
Caucasus oil. 

So far the Soviets still have 
mastery of the Black Sea as proved 
by last August's successful troop 
evacuations and by December's 
brilliant landings made in Kerch. 
Feodosia and Eupatoria. 

In order to prepare the ground 
for Ambassador Baron Franz Von 
Papen’s coming demands for pas- 
sage through the straits by the 
combined German - Italian fleets, 
the Axis last week put forward 
two arguments. According to 
diplomatic sources, Bulgaria's 
railroads were requested to keep 
in readiness for increased Ger- 
man troop movements on the Bul- 
garian railway network. 

About the same time, in Budapest, 
Italian foreign minister Count Ga- 
leazzo Ciano addressed the Magyars, 
alluding in the opening part of his 
speech to the defence of Christian- 
ity by their ancestors against the 
Turks, as if he were hinting that 
they might have to do it again. 

These are mild arguments to help 
Von Papen along in Ankara ana 
their mildness clearly reveals that 
Germany is not willing to make the 
question of the Straits a casus belli, 

No doubt the Wehrmacht prefers 
to refrain from a new conflict and 
wants to reach a peaceful agreement 
with Turkey just as it did with neu- 
tral Sweden when it wanted to get 
the iron ore production of Lulea 

Turkey's attitude toward an open- 
ing of the Straits, demands for 
which, according to some vircles 
here, have already been made by 
Von Papen, is as yet inconclusive 
Turkey is in the delicate position of 
being everybody's friend—which is 
also a way of being nobody's friepd. 

Turkey has not shown any special 
military efforts lately. To the con- 
trary, civil servants of foreign na- 
tionalities formerly mobilized have 
lately received demobilization 
orders, according to reports from 
Turkey reaching Bern, 

Turkey also knows that if the 
Axis should try to force the 
straits she would be in a much 
Worse position than she was dur- 
ing the last war owing to the 
steel belt of German-occupied | 
islands at the mouth of the Dar- 
danelles, 

This difficult strategical situation 
is rendered even more serious by | 
the fact that the dimunition of 
British naval power in the Mediter- 
ranean, due to the war in the Far 
East, might incite the Turks to pre: 
fer to evade the Montreux convene 
tion rather than to adopt their un- 
bending attitude of 1913.

VITAL BRITISH BASE 


The Maltese Islands, consisting of 
Malta, Gozo, Comino and two unin- 
habited rocks called Cominotto and 
Filfia, are located strategically be- 
tween Europe and Africa in the 
centra] channel which connects the 
eastern and western basins of the 
Mediterranean. 

The British regard Malta as a 
vital.operational base from which to 
lend aerial support to North African 
troops and harass Axis positions in 
Sicily and Tripoli. In event Allied 
,forces should launch an invasion 
| against continental Europe from the 
| south, Malta's strategic value would 
be increased by a large natural har- 
bor, 

The island is only 60 miles from 
the nearest point of Sicily, 140 
miles from the mainland of Eur- 
ope and 180 from Africa. It is 
about 1715 miles long and 8% 
wide, 

Military observers in Algiers 
have interpreted increasingly in- 
tensive Axis air raids on Malta as 
an attempt to camouflage large- 
scale German and Italian prepara- 
tions for a spring assault through 
Turkey and along the eastern Medi- 
terranean. 


DESTROY 255 PLANES 

Malta last week began its second 
year of air raids. At that time, 
official tabulations showed ~ 1,285 
alerts had been sounded since the 
war's outbreak, R.A.F. pilots and 
Maltese anti-aircraft gunners claim- 
ed a total of 255 enemy planes de- 
stroyed, 86 probably destroyed and 
120 severely damaged. 

The intensity of the Axis raids 
has increased since early December 
prompting British United Press 
correspondent Joseph Monroe to 
write; 

“Never in history have any few 
square miles of land taken such 
a& pounding night and day as 
Malta has suffered in recent 
weeks. Yet life in town and in 
the country proceeds almost nor- 
mally.” 

Monroe reported that Malta ex- 
perienced only two raidless nights 
in six weeks, Maltese-natives, he 

| said, were beginning to call their 
home “Siren Island,” particularly 
after 17 alerts sounded during one 
24 hour period.

MANY EXECUTIONS 

No amount of Nazi censorship 
was sufficient to keep many well- 
founded reports from filtering out. 

The police force of a 
large Norwegian city resigned en 
masse jin the face of threatened 
imprisonment rather than serve 
under a German-chosen chief, for 
example, and last fall there were 
numerous unannounced executions 
for “anti-German activity.” 

Poland was similar, but the 
horror there is even greater.

Everywhere the story is the same. 
The hatred grows with cach day. If 
the Germans have spectacular suc- 
cesses, it submerges somewhat but 
the first Nazi setback restores it 
even more strongly. Those who be- 
lieved they could make a deal ‘have 
found bitter disappointment. Those 
who were conquered were stunned 
by the initia] impact, but they have 
now begun to breathe and feel again. 

“The Germans can’t go on forever 
with so much hatred around them,” 
a cafe waitress whispers at the risk 
of her life. 


AUSTRIAN RESENTMENT 

Less generally known is the rising 
resentment of the Austrians which 
as early as a year ago resulted in a 
demonstration against Goering’s 
wife in front of her hotel in Vienna 
and prompted Gauleiter Baldur Von 
Schirach to warn them that extreme 
measures would be used if they con- 
tinued. 

“We made a great mistake with 
the Austrians,” a German official 
once admitted wryly. “We gave 
them citizenship. We can't use 
quite the same methods that we 
can in other countries.” 

The Germans in Berlin and the 
northern part of the Reich are un- 
familiar with this aspect. It came as 
a shock and surprise to a Berlin 
businessman when a Viennese hote! 
manager paid a visit to ‘his room 
soon after he had registered and 
apologized in advance for any “‘in- 


cidents" or “unpleasantness” thal 
might arise. But the citizens of 
neighboring Munich recognize it 
readily. 


“How,” one of them asked bitterly, 
“can we hope'to make friends of the 
other peoples of Europe when we 
can't even be friendly with the Aus- 
trians?” 


HATED BY ITALIANS 

Not even the Nazis’ allies have 
escaped this virus, Mussolini has 
exhorted the Italians repeatedly to 
hate. They do. .They hate the 
Scarcely more than for- 
mal efforts are still made to con- 
ceal this, or the contempt the Ger- 
mans feel in return for the south 
end of the Axis. Attempts to use 
German and armed forces in con- 
junction have proved most delicate. 

When German Stukas roared 
over the Mediterranean a year ago 
for their first attack on the British 
aircraft carrier, MTJlustrious, they 
had Italian fighter escorts. The 
Nazi pilots returned to their bases 
in Sicily prepared to carry out a 
private war with their allies. 
“Where,” they asked, ‘were © the 
Italians when the going got tough?”

ISOLATES REICH 

The net result of Germ2n diplo- 
macy and armed force has been to 
isolate the Reich more completely 
even than the Kaiser's empire was 
igolated in 1914. It has no. single 
dependable ally. The three-power 
pact and all its adherences remains 
little more than a paper structure 
while Europe goes on hating—and 
hoping that something, perhaps 
America’s entry into the war, will 
prove the opening wedge for a 
flood that will sweep away Hitler 
and al] his works. 

Moat of the Germans are keenly 
aware of the extent and the depth 
of the hatred the other peoples of 
Europe hold for them. Many are 
honestly pussied, unable to under- 
stand the reason despite the in- 
creasing clarity of the “New 
Order” ag nothing more than an 
economic system under which 
Europe will work for the Nazis 
and live on what may be left. 
Others, however, see it more 
clearly. 

Good Friday afternoon the Ber- 
liners turned out by the thousands 
to stare in fearful anticipation at 
the aftermath of the most spectacu- 
lar fire-bomb raid the British have 
yet staged there. Among the crowds 
in Unter Den Linden and Kaiser 
Franz Josef Platz I found a German 
acquaintance, gazing thoughtfully 
at the still smoking ruins of the 
Prussian State Opera and the 
burned-out roofs along the street. 

“How do you like it?” I asked. 

He hesitated long before answer- 


ing. 

“It's time we had something such 
as this,” he said. “Think of whal 
we've done.” 


WEAPON FOR NAZIS 

His reaction ‘is far from typical. 
For most of his countrymen : this 
rising sea of hatred has become a 
powerful propaganda weapon in 
the hands of Hitler and Goebbels. 
Germany must win, they say, or be 
torn apart and destroyed in the 
maelstrom which would follow a 
Nazi collapse, It is one of the 
most factual statements. they have 
made. 


No amount of political demon- 
strations, such as the renewal of 
the anti-comintern pact in Nov- 
ember with all its window-dress- 
ing of continental solidarity, can 
conceal the truth that one factor 
and one factor alone, the Nazi 
armed forces and their ruthlessly 
efficient police and Gestapo, still 
holds Europe together. 

For the time being, there is little 
prospect of any successful outbreak 
other than the acts of sabotage and 
individual terror that have been re- 
ported so regularly from all the 
occupied territories, Revolt is little 
more than suicide, Although the 
Czechs tried it, and the Yugoslavs 
have fought so valiantly that Bul- 
garian and Hungarian forces have 
been called to the assistance of the 
occupiers. Unarmed peoples, as 
Ribbentrop recently warhed, do not 
as a rule rebel in the face of stukas, 
panzers and §S. troops. . 

Should a crack appear, however. 
rebellion would flash up and down 
and across Europe overnight, The 
Nazis can never relax their vigi- 
lance for an instant.

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Turbulent Convention 


Of Farmer Group. Ends 
Without Amalgamation 


Concluding what has been termed by many delegates as 
one of the most turbulent conventions in its history, delegates 
at the U.F.A. convention left for their homes Friday night, 
leaving instructions to their board of directors to continue 
negotiations for amalgamation. 


After spending the major por- + 


tion of four days on deliberations 
in connection with the formation 
of one farmers’ organisation in 
the province the final outcome 
was left hanging in balance ow- 
ing to disagreement with the 
U.F.C. on the question of name. 


DELEGATES WALK OUT 

Briefly, the situation at present 
stands as follows. The U.F.A. board 
has been instructed to proceed with 
negotiations in an effort to amal- 
gamate under the name United 
Farmers of Alberta. The U-F.C. has 
decided to adopt the name, Alberta 
Farmers’ Union and continue under 
the new banner. 

After the announcement of the 
decision of the U.F.C. was read to 
the U.F.A. delegates, a substantial 
number of those present rose and 
walked out, The lobbies were alive 
with activity of dissatisfied dele- 
| Bates talking: over the situation and 
'a threatened motion to ask the 
meeting to reconsider their deci- 
sion to stick to their name, failed 
to materialize. 

Many quarters speculated as to 
how failure to amalgamate due to 
disagreement over a name will af- 
fect membership, both in the 
U.F.A. and in the U.-F.C. 


INSTRUCTS DELEGATES 

Robert Gardiner, president, in- 
structed the delegates in the follow- 
ing manner; 

Several points have been ceded 
to the U.F.C, The name stands in 
the way of complete smalgama- 
tion. The U.F.C. has pinned their 
faith in one name. We have de- 
cided by a substantial majority 
that we cannot accede to that at 
the present time. The board has 
been instructed to proceed with 
negotiations in an effort to ef- 
fect amalgamation. That is the 
message I ask you to take back 
to your locals, 

Mr. Gardiner added that he will 
Prepare a summary of all that pre- 
vailed in connection with amalga- 
mation and circularize every local 
at the earliest possible date. 


MATERIAL RESOURCES 


Among the several important re- 
solutions passed Friday was one 
asking that a plebiscite dealing 
with national conscription of mat- 
erial] resources be taken. 

The resolution submitted to the 
delegates by H, E. Spencer, Edger- 
ton, was carried unanimously. It 
asked that this question be added 
to the questionnaire that will be 
placed before the Canadian pub- 
tle shortly, as announced by the 
Speech from the Throne.

Wanted—A Clear Mandate 


The electors of Canada are to be 
asked, by plebiscite, to release the 
Government “from any obligation aris- 
ing out of any past commitments re- 
stricting the methods of raising men 
for military service.” 

The proposal is positive, not negat- 
ive, nor neutral. The Government is 
asking to be released from any and all 
such commitments. If the request is 
granted, parliament will be freed of the 
undertaking, given on behalf of both 
the Liberal and the Conservative par- 
ties two years ago, that voluntary en- 
listment should be the only method 
employed in raising land forces for 
service outside Canada. Conservative 
members will be likewise freed of the 
undertaking if they join in asking for 
release. 

Parliament could, of course, pro- 
ceed to institute conscription without 
consulting the electors, and could 
justify this action on the ground that 
what was two years ago a war of limit- 
ed scope is now world wide. ‘The Min- 
isters think that the fairer way is to 
first ask the voters to absolve parlia- 
ment from the pledges then given and 
to authorize the members by direct 
mandate to’adopt conscription if and 
when the circumstances require. 

What are the objections raised to 
this obviously reasonable line of pro- 
cedure? 

It is said the holding of the plebis- 
cite will cost money. It will. But isn’t it 
worth spending some money in Canada 
to establish the point that pledges given 
by public men must be kept unless and 
until they are cancelled out by action 
of the voters? Public life has been be- 
devilled in Canada, not because political 
pledges were kept, but because they 
were broken. 

It is argued that time will be requir- 
ed to take the vote. Undoubtedly. But 
men are volunteering for oversea ser- 
vice now as rapidly as they are asked 
for, in some localities so fast that they 
have to be shifted about from one train- 
ing centre to another to find room for 
them. The delay of a few weeks, as 
against immediate parliamentary ac- 
tion, is not important in these circum- 
stances, 

It is suggested the voters might re- 
fuse to release the Government, and 
the Opposition, from these commit- 
ments. There is no practical possibility 
that such will be the case. But should 
it occur, that would only prove the 
hopelessness that conscription could be 
enforced by arbitrary action of parlia- 
ment against popular opposition to it. 
If the voters would not vote to sanction 
conscription, what could any sane 
person expect to hapepn if a group of 
hot-heads tried to force it upon them 
against their will?? 

But, it is said, the English-speaking 
provinces may vote to permit the adop- 
tion of conscription and Quebec vote to 
maintain the restriction to voluntary 
enlistment; in which case the country 
would be divided. That might happen. 
But such a thing has happened in Can- 
ada, in principle, many times before 
without imperilling unity. Quebec has 
returned, upon occasion, a _ strong 
Liberal representation to a Conserva- 
tive parliament, and there has been no 
Suggestion of disunity. Why should we 
affront the good faith of French- 
Canadians by suggesting that they 
would be any less loyal, in the case of 
being in the minority in a conscription 
vote than they have always been in 
the case of being in the minority on a 
Straight party issue? 

Quebec's presumed hostility to con- 
scription in the present circumstances 
may be very much over-rated. In any 
case it is likely to be less pronounced 
if conscription is adopted in accord 
with the expressed agreement of the 
electors than if it were applied without 
any such expression, and in disregard 
of election promises. 


None of these objections offer valid - 


reasons why the Government should 
be denied the release it is asking for, 
and parliament be compelled to rely 
upon voluntary enlistment if that 
method should fail to secure the men 
needed to expand and maintain our 
oversea forces. The changed and ever- 
changing situation demands that par- 
liament have an entirely free hand in 
this and all other matters pertaining 
to the conduct of the war. That is what 
is being asked for. It is unthinkable 
that it should not be granted. 


A Hard Test Of Endurance 


Wading through waist-deep snow 
with the thermometer 40 degrees be- 
low zero is a bitter and exhausting ex- 
perience anywhere and under any cir- 
cumstances, Herr Hitler's soldiers, 
back-tracking from Mozhaisk in these 
conditions, have other embittering and 
exhausting influences to harrass them.

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Total War 


Editor Bulletin: Social Credit members 
adopted, in Edmonton, a war policy which 
they moved as a resolution in the House 
of Commons in September, 1939, calling 
for total war—the conscription of finance, 
industry and man-power, in that order. 

» There had been neither time nor oppor- 
tunity to consult the electors’ until the 
general eeltcion of 1940, when “total war” 
was the main plank in the Social Credit- 
New Democracy platform. 

All other parties and groups opposed 
our war policy in their appeals against 
conscription. We lost nearly half our seats, 
and those of us who won had reduced 
majorities, whe outside Alberta not a 
single New Democrat was élected, 

Time has vindicated our stand for “all- 
out” war. The canons of sound finance 
have been silenced by the canons of the 
enemy. But the defeat of New Demo- 
cracy was hailed as a triumph for sound, 
safe, sane money, and business as usual. 

I have been in hospital since September 
and out of touch with political affairs but 
so far as I am aware, there has been no 
general and popular demand for conscrip- 
tion for overseas service, 

I think my group would favor a na- 
tional referendum to decide the issue, At 
any rate, that would be my own personal 
choice. Nor can I reconcile, in my mind, 
a policy of conscription for service over- 
seas, and at the same time, another policy 
for the provision of “safe and profitable 
investments” in war bonds for those left at 
home in safety—investments both safe- 
guarded and made profitable by those who 
would be compelled to assume all the risks 
of war and who, if and when they return 
home must submit to taxation to pay in- 
terest on the bonds, To me, that is a de- 
mand for “money and your life.” 

Nor have we nearly reached the maxis 
mum war production of which we are 


* capable, 


For instance, directly and indirectly, 
gold mining in Canada employs at least 
100,000 men—mostly skilled, as well as 
vast quantities of key materials— 
steel, chemicals, explosives, machinery, 
fuel, oil, ete. all of whom and all of 
which, could, and should be contributing 
to our war effort. But gold mining adds 
less than nothing to our own war produce 
tion, or to that of our allies. It is a tragic 
waste of men and materials in peace, but in 


those already “over there,” and on their 
way, the greatest possible superiority in 
arms and equipment over the Axis forces, 
whom Canadians have volunteered to face 
and sworn to defeat.

Following the first attacks, 10 days ago, 
on Alfred Duff Cooper, just recalled as 
Britain’s co-ordinator in Singapore, Air 
Chief Marshal Sir Robert Brooke-Popham, 
replaced as commander-in-chief in the Far 
East, and other potential scapegoats, it is 
gradually being realized that the full 
responsibility for British defences in the 
Far East is the Prime Minister's and that 
he is the only one who can ultimately give 
an explanation, 

It has been known for many months in 

arliamentary circles that the Prime Min- 
ister took far less interest in the Far East 
than in Europe and held the view that the 
outcome of Europe’s war would decide the 
outcome of the world war. 

It would be the natural sequence of this 
view that Far Eastern defences should re- 
ceive less attention than the Mediterran- 
ean, whatever the view of the service 
chiefs may be. 

On cabinet changes and production 
questions the London Times has returned 
again to demands for a super war cabinet, 
for dominions representation and for one 
production chief. 

Donald M. Nelson’s appointment as war 
production chief by President Roosevelt is 
cited as an additional reason for such an 
appointment, 

The newspaper says that Lord Beaver- 
brook (minister of supply) should be given 
the job he wants, which is that of a roving 
“commando,” and that a steadier adminis- 

trator should be placed over all production 
matters. 

Other newspapers suggest Ernest 
Bevin, minister of labor, ‘for this high post. 

‘The Washington agreements, far from 
removing the need for adjustments on the 
home front, seem rather to have increased 
it,” the Times writes, and later said: 

“Governments in wartime wear out 
quickly and Mr. Churchill's team can 
claim no exemption from the harsh rule.” 

_There is no indication as yet that Chur- 
chill js thinking along these lines. And any 
prediction of the moves that he will make 
—if he makes any at all—would be value- 
less as only he knows what he intends to 
do. His closest associates doubt if he 
will make any. 


Halifax to India? 


: Behind the Whitehall scenes there are 
discussions which suggest that some 
changes might be made. 

L. A. Amery, as secretary for India, has 
not proved a notable success although this 
is largely due to Mr, Churchill's own at- 
titude toward India. It has been suggested 
that Sir Stafford Cripps, fresh from Mos- 
cow, might be an admirable successor. 

However, everyone outside the governe 
ment is convinced that the viceroy to 
India must be given the fullest powers and 
be answerable only to the King. There- 
fore, it is stated that Lord Halifax (now 
ambassador to Washington) must return 
to India as viceroy—the only one who 
has ever made real progress there. 

It is believed that Mr.. Churchill will 
80 so far as to set up a dominions advisory 
board of representatives appointed by the 
dominions’ premiers. This would not in 
fact alter the present situation save in 
name, 

For other matters the prime minister 
will make them all a test of parliament's 
confidence in the government if the debate 
later indicates that criticism is wide- 
Spread, 

By the second day of debate the gov- 
ernment will decide whether to ask for a 
vote of confidence. And Churchill will 
win, though perhaps not by as large a 
majority as he expects.

Indian Library Patrons 
Like Wild West Thrillers 


ROCKY MOUNTAIN HOUSE. — 
The I.0.D.E. library is just finishing 
its third year and has loaned out 
more than 15,000 books, a wonder- 
ful turnover on less than 1,000 
books. 

The library started from scratch 
three years ago and now hag books 
On every subject Mrs. G. B. Elliott 
is library convener and is helped 
by 1-0.D.E. members, who take 
turns acting as librarian. With the 
government grant the library is 
Now self-supporting, even pays a 

small rent for floor space. Mem- 
bers give their time to the work. 

Many books have been donated 
in the town. Easterners, hearing of 
a library that has patrons living 40 
miles out in the country, donated 
books. Some authors have sent cop- 
ies of their works. The committee 
buys many second hand ones. 

A 25 cent card allows the holder 
225 books, which isn't costly enter- 
tainment. With this money, fines 
and the grant, the library gets 
along. The'I.0.D.E. grants $25 a 
year to buy books. e 

Sheép herders are regular 
patrons, taking up to 15 at a time. 
A few Indians, who were educat- 


ed in Mission schools, come in 
for “wild west stories.” They hoot 
at love stories, which they cali 
“gilly.” But they take books about 
foreign lands. Since the war, an 


Indian came in for a book about 
Japan. ““Bad medicine, the 
Japs,” he said. They took out 


some by Pearl Buck, evidently at- 

tracted by her name, but never a 

second time. 

Through the efforts of Mrs. El- 
liot, worthwhile new books are 
constantly being added. Zane Grey 
is most popular, the year in, year 
out favorite with Indians and busi- 
ness men alike. Thrillers come next 
and there are never enough detec- 
tive books. Everyone wants a good 
murder story. 

One book that is never left long 
enough on the shelves to have a 
place, is about teacup reading, 
which the women al] want to study. 
Books required in the school, for 
supplementary reading are bought 
each fall. 

No one ever seems to take out a 
classic. At Rocky they want enter- 
tainment, not improvement. There 
are not enough travel books, nor 
children’s books, but they are being 
added.

In overcoming a recta] disorder 
such as hemorrhoids, the principal 
treatment must first of all be con- 
stitutional and not local; that is, the 
first requirement is to see that 
constipation is overcome and that 
the body is freed as quickly as pos- 
sible from all of the toxic material 
which has become lodged in the in- 
testines. I advise that some form of 
fast be started at once and two or 
three enemas should be taken each 
day to cleanse the colon. Many 
patients get along best while on a 
fruit juice fast as this does not pro- 
vide any great amount of bulk; in 
the milder cases, it is all right to 
use the whole fruit fast and the 
residue from the fruit will seem 
helpful in providing a gentle rough- 
age which is non-irritating. The 
fast should be continued for at least 
five days. 

After a full diet is resumed, of 
the type I recommend for over- 
coming constipation, it is then ad- 
visable to start using local treat- 
ments. Probably the best rectal 
treatment is the following: Break 
off a small piece of ice in the shape 
of a cone and insert this carefully 
holding it securely with a towel 
See.that the piece is large enough 
to require three or four minutes to 
melt, Apply this two or three times 
daily and if convenient several 
more such treatments may ‘be taken 
each day with increased benefit. 
The ice treatment will help to con- 
tract the enlarged veins and will 
also be of assistance in toning up 
the membrane of the lower part of 
the rectal region. After the ice 
treatment, it may be a good plan to 
insert a small piece of coco-butter 
which will assist in soothing the in- 
flamed surfaces. 

The ice treatment is one which 
may be used conveniently at home 
and will provide an amazing tem- 
porary relief. I recommend it to 
those who want to know of some 
measure which they may try for 
themselves. 

When the hemorrhoids protrude, 
the best method of returning them | 
is to first anoint them well with 
vaseline. They may then be manip- 
ulated carefully and returned with- 
in the intestine. When you find that 
you have difficulty in accomplish- 
ing this, try taking a warm bath 
first, which will produce the nec- 
essary relaxation to facilitate their 
return. Loca] soreness or discom- 
fort is best relieved at home by the 
application of a folded towel which 
has been wrung out of warm water. 
The hot Sitz bath may also be used 
to make the patient more comfort- 
able. 

After returning to a diet provid- 
ing plenty of cooked vegetables 
it may be advisable to continue 
taking the enema daily until such 
time as normal elimination is secur- 
ed. The enema will not only serve 
to cleanse the lower colon of irri- 
tating waste but will also prove 
soothing, After the enema is taken, 
it is sometimes advisable to insert a 
glycerine suppository or a piece of 
coco butter, allowed to remain over 
night. 

As soon as all symptoms disap- 
pear, the ice treatment may be dis- 
continued for if the patient wil) 
live on a non-constipating diet and 
will otherwise take good care of 
himself, there wil] be no return of 
any local trouble. 

In cases Of marked severity, it 
may be the best plan to employ the 
injection method of treatment for 
hemorrhoids. In the hands of a 
doctor experienced in this work,

MONTREAL, Jan. 24.—Charles 
Howard has retired from the 
post of Manager, Tourist and 
Convention Bureau, C. N. R,, 
under the pension rules of the 
company. completing a record of 
50 years spent in transportation 
activities,

of the system, Mr. Doke was form- 
erly Mr. Howard's assistant and im- 
mediately previous to this appoint- 
ment was general agent, passenger 
department at Montreal. 

Mr. Howard performed important 
services in directing a volume of 
holiday traffic towards’ Canada, 
principally from the United States 


STARTED IN 1891 

Mr. Howard is a native of St 
Andrews, N.B., and entered ‘railway 
service in 1891 and from that year 
until 1912, served as operator, sta- 
tion agent and travelling freight 
agent. When the Intercolonial Rail- 
way acquired the St.. John and 
Quebec Railroad, Mr, Howard en- 
tered the service of the government 
road and in 1916 was transferred to

Pictured on the stamp below, is- 
sued in 1913, the Bosphorus has 
been a source of Turkish strength 
for 500 years and an object of Rus- 
sian ambition equally as Jong. Also 
shown on the stamp is Rumeli His- 
sar, Mohammed's “European Cas- 
tle,” which in the 15th century kept 
Black Sea grain from reaching be- 
sieged Constantinople. 

The Bosphorus is threatened by 
German occupation of Rumania, 
only a few hundred miles from the 
Marmora-Dardanelles waterway. It 
is the northern connecting link be- 
tween the Black Sea and the Medi- 
terranean. The southern door to the 
Black Sea is the 35-mile-long 
winding weterway of the Dardan- 
elles. Between the Bosphorus and 
the Dardanelles is the Sea of Mar- 
mora, and area of water about half 
the size of Lake Erie. 

Only through these two narrow 
straits, at no point more than four 
miles wide and strongly defended, 
can world shipping reach the oil 
and Jumber ports of Rumania, thkS 
grain ports of the Ukraine. the oil 
ports of the Caucasus, and the trade 
ports of Istanbul (Constantinople).

Legal Right For 
Dogs To Bark At 
Passing Autos

Another city has legally okayed 
a dog's right to bark at automo- 
piles. A dog owner in Dolphin, 
Ala., was brought before the court 
charged with keeping a dog that 
chased and barked at passing au- 
tomobiles and thus owning a dog 
that was @ public nuisance. After 
alengthy hearing the City Com- 
missioner ruled thet dogs in Dol- 
phin hed a right to bark at pess- 
ing automobiles.. The court hand- 
ed down the rame decision and dis- 
missed the charges ageingt the dog 
owner.

The average dog who 
‘becomes lost in a strange place will 
normally, after wandering around 3 
bit, return to the place where he 
became separated from his owner. 
This is especially true with hunting 
dogs. If you and your dog become 
separated don't wander too far in 
search of him. Remsin where you 
ere. Nine times out of ten the 
dog will return fo this spot. 


LIVER FOR DOGS 

Often in the past 1 have recom- 
mended the feeding of fish to a 
dog once a week or #0. Liver is 
another item that should find its 
way into your dog's diet. But before 
dwelling on the virtues of liver I'd 
like to return to the fish item for a 
moment. Canned salmon and canned 
cat foods, made from fish, will take 
care of the fish part of your pet's 
diet. 

Liver is particularly rich in vita- 
min Bi (aneurin), and vitamin G 
(riboflavin), and is considered rich- 
est of all in vitamin A. In spite of 
the fact that liver is good for them 
there are many dogs that will not 
eat raw liver. Because of this, and 
for other reasons, I advise that you 
boil the liver and cut it in strips 
before feeding. 

Few dog owners realize the value 
and: many uses that ordinary table 
salt can be put to in the care of their 
pets. It makes an ideal eye wash 
when dissolved in warm water. 

Todized galt contains iodine and 
thus is very useful in reducing any 
tendency a dog might have toward 
goitre. It lessens the chances of a 
miscarriage when fed to a mother 
dog expecting puppies. 

I strongly advise mixing a pinch 
of iodized sult with a dog's food 
at least once a week. Too much 
salt can be harmful, but a pinch or 
s0 once a week will be beneficial to 
any dog.

The governments of the two countries were making little or no pro- 
gress toward stopping the steadily decreasing supply of wild waterfowl 
on the continent owing to lack of funds, co-ordination ‘of efforts and: a 
plan of production. All emphasis was on conserving what ducks were 
left, with little attention to actually producing the numbers ‘needed by 
the sportsmen of the two countries, 

By going about the problem in an efficient, scientific way, Ducks 
Unlimited is now putting millions more ducks in the air each season 
Provision of more and more first-class breeding grounds has been the 
secret of this success. 


Alberta sportsmen might give a thought to the possible forma- 
tion of a Fish Unlimited organization which would collect its own 
funds, set up its own hatcheries and sources of supply and see to it 
that plenty of fish awaited fishermen. 


There are probably several thousand Albertans who would gladly 
donate five or ten dollars a year to such an organization if it would en-

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BASEBALL CONTRACT SEASON| money and enthusiasm the public 


POSES QUESTION OF THE 
GAME'S FUTURE 

OSTON, Jan. 24—This is the con- 

tract mail-out season in pro- 

fessional baseball, and it has for 
years been a hot and hilarious in- 
terlude, with the belligerent cries 
of the outraged athletes arising 
from the reeds after the mail man 
dropped the flap on the R.F.D. box, 
and the magnates in the distant city 
refu:séng to comment. Then has 
followed, in that other sort of world 
that ended Dec. 7, a general sports 
page pattern that went about as 
follows: 

(1) The noble ath-a-lete, who 
didn’t get as much as he expected 
in his first interview, wasn't really 
angry; he was just terribly, terribly 
hur’, (2) The front office ignored 
him or uttered a terse comment to 
the effect that it felt it had been 
very generous with him under the 
circumstances, and then he did get 
mad. In one of these why-looka- 
here, statements, he blamed con- 
ditions, breaks bumble-footed field- 
efs and lock-wristed hitters—every- 
thing in short, but himself—and 
swore he'd dig ditches before he'd 
play baseball for the proposed 
measure of peanuts, (3) Then came 
the holdout. Sometimes it worked, 
but generally, not. The ball play- 
er's licked. That's the way the 
game's set up. 

Once in a while some brave, 
bitter, or falsely confident soul 
has actually held out until well 

inte the campaign, but usually 
they were all in the fold by the 
time the real season started, mad 
or glad, depending on how much 
spring training they missed, 

The old time Babe Ruth holdouts 
were practically national issues, 
with scribes and fans, most of whom 
had only old pants buttons and 
rusty keys to jingle in their own 
pockets, insisting that certainly the 
man was worth $80,000 a season, 
where would baseball be without 
him? 


THE PICTURE HAS 
CHANGED A LOT 
UT those were other years. What 
happens now? The guessing 
seems to be that Joe DiMaggio is 
merely w@iting to jump on his par- 
ent organization, no matter what it 
offers him. Demolition DiMag is 
a holdout with a record. He prac- 
tically came up holding out. Last 
year his unprecedented batting 
streak, and his Most Valuable 
Player Award, by all the old time 
measurements, placed him where 
he could demand more, no matter 
how much, It just seems to be 
commonly agreed that he's going to. 

From out of the bucolic back- 
acres of South Carolina, like the 
trumpeting of a stung elephant 
at some distant water hole, comes 
the defiant diapson of old Buck 
(Bobo) Newsom, the loudspeaker 
of the Tigers. Bobo's telling ‘em 
even before anybody's told him. 

“And,” he concludes, ‘unless I get 
the kind of money I did in °41, r'll 
drop out of baseball.” 

That's the old familiar tag line. 
Tt used to be great Silly Season 
copy and crackling heater chunks 
for the Hot Stove League. 

But what about now? 

Just maybe a lot of the greed 
and littleness in baseball] will 
stand revealed in sharper focus, 
just as a lot of the greed and 
littleness in all lines of business 
will be shown up under the new 
and terrific pressure of war. 

Baseball business has its troubles, 
foo. Its greatest stars have gone 
into the services and more are sure 
to follow. The minors, upon which 
it depends for replacements, may 
be virtually wiped out, for there 
the players are mostly young, un- 
married and exactly in the service 
brackets, 

The gear the game operates with 
is subject to the. same priorities 
rationing as other businessess.. Up- 
keep and overhead are enormous. 

President Roosevelt has urged 
that baseball be kept going, but the 
real criterions of its success in these 
times will be the amount of time, 
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“Nope... No Japs yet. Guess we'll have to go to achool!”

will have to devote to such shows. 


HERE are all these angles, posed 
against the old-time fighting 
points in cases such as these. The 
principal argument against the ball 
clubs in the salary jams of other 
days was the peonage-angle involv- 
ed. The clubs had and have all the 
advantage over any individual. No 
ball player can really do more than 
protest the matter of his pay. The 
club buys him and owns him as 
completely as the old plantation 
owners bought and possessed their 
slaves, 

The player can't bargain and 
threatening to quit and go with a 
rival firm, or bringing in an offer 
from a rival for his own outfit to 
meet, For no rival firm can even 
speak to him, as long as he's the 
property of some other club, and he 
can't speak with them. He’s owned, 
body ahd soul, by the crowd that 
paid money for him. They tell him 
what they'll pay him. If he doesn't 
want to accept it, he can quit. If 
they don’t want to sell him and let 
somebody else take over the head- 
ache, they can blacklist him, and 
he can never play anywhere else 
in organized baseball as long as 
they want to make it stick. 

That's been done, More or less 
at the height of his pitching car- 
cer, Big Jeff Tesreau had a bitter 
argument with John McGraw 
over money, and the fiery Mc- 

Graw sald, “You can take it, or 
quit.” McGraw figured Big Jess 
would knuckle but he didn’t. He 
did quit—to take a college coach- 
ing job. McGraw retaliated by 
blacklisting Tesreau for 20 years. 
McGraw is long since dead, and 
Tesreau has coached college ball 
ever since, but some two years 
ago, in the mail] one day, there 
came to Tesreau an official look- 
ing envelope from the office of 
the New York Giants, 

Curiously, ‘he opened it. It was 
his official release. The 20 years 
had elapsed. He could play bast- 
ball now—at the age of 55 or so! 

Mostly, it must be said to be fair, 
the ball clubs operate as beneficient 
despots in the matter, but still there 
it is, and there's the occasional 
crackdown, 

It’s my guess that despite the 
present uncertainty, and all the 
hurried cancellations and retrench- 
ments, with the war, in some Cases, 
not so much a reason as an excuse, 
sports will come back with a roar, 
just as soon as we win a couple 
somewhere with our army or navy, 
the tide turns against the Axis, and 
we have something to celebrate.

Dare We Face Ourselves? 


HE modern man and the modern Christian stand 
in gravest peril by reason of their unwillingness 
to face up to themselves, Terms, comprehensive in 
their implications, have become places of conceal- 
ment in which the individual may hide, The holy phrase, 
“The Kingdom of God” and massiye “world movements” 
have often reduced, ignored and in the hands of superficial 
thinkers, concealed the real individual, 


It should go without saying, that there Is no solving 
of world or international problems, without facing up to 
the individual factor. No agglomeration of thorn bushes 
can possibly make a peach orchard. No collection of “True 
Story” magazines can make a great library. We suffer from 
a delusion, that if we win this war for our civilization, we 
have solved our major problem. It is our immediate task, 
yet the all-determining problem of heh individual still 
faces us. 


History, present events and personal experiences are 
telling us something about that individual. He has a tragic 
disease resident within his nature. Many assume that our 
scientific and mechanical processes have lifted us out of 
our moral deficiencies, But here is one place where time 
has not functioned. Moral evil and its consequences; love 
and hate; good will and jealousy; hope and tragedy—it is 
all of one cut and one piece, whether it be in Shakespeare 
or in Homer, in Milton or in John the Baptist. Biography 
disclosed no fundamental difference between the man of 
today and the man of three thousand years ago. 


We find in all our efforts after goodness and decency, 
a powerful antagonism; something demonic, tragic, terrific 
in human nature, that turns our loveliest qualities to evil 
and our finest endeavors into failure. It matters not what 
you call it. Freud called it “the Id,” and he says we are 
born with it. A primitive perversion—a new name cannot 
eliminate an old fact. A racial inheritance that wrecks our 
finest social schemes and floods our world with tragic 
disappointments, Only futility and despair await us in the 
morrow, until we face up to the fact, that behind every 
form of evil, there 1s a disease in human nature itself, 
which only a profound spiritual experience can cure. “To 
eXpect a change in human nature may be an act of faith, 
but to expect a change in human society without it, is an 
act of lunacy.” 


This point of view is hard to accept by the modern 
mind tinged with .its Humanistic philosophy, It offends 
our deep seated pride. That man is powerless to master 
his own weaknesses comes as a bit of a shock. It leads to 
self-despair. But that is exactly what Christianity asks of 
us. It recognizes a helpless, perverted human nature, that 
realizes its own despair before it can make a single advance. 
Our Gospel has a mighty conviction that it is equal to the 
demands that such a nature places upon it. It can straighten 
out the radical twist at the center of human nature, When 
once man has given up his life to God in Christ, God begins 
a work of remaking, upon that deep, deep Ego. Man gives 
up his right to react unconsciously in terms of mere self- 
interest. “In Christ every man is a new creature.” Is there, 
anywhere, at any time, by anyone being offered any other 
workable remedy? The Christian church has in her keeping 
the future of our race. |

Johnston Trial

A panel of 50 jurymen has been 
summoned to attend the court. sit- 
tings.

Johnston is alleged to have 
stabbed the girl on the evening of 
November 15 as she returned to her 
home from a picture show, She was 
found in a dying condition on 98 
avenue between 110 and 411 streets 
suffering from multiple knife 
wounds from which she died shortly 
after her admittance to an Edmon- 
ton hospital. 

Johnston was arrested by Sergt. 
F. A. Broadribb, R.C.M.P., and De- 
tective Constable William McDon- 
ald, city police, several days after 
the crime. He had been questioned 
by the police on the Sunday follow- 
ing the crime but was not then 
detained.

Taxes paid on utilities | 
to the city treasury during last 
year amounted to $605,739.76, com-

total of net revenue and tax pay- 
ments represent the equivalent of 
20 mills at the current tax rate. 

The amount of $599,589.92 was set 
aside for renewals and replacements 
in the different utilities, while 
$646,763.27 was set aside for capital 
and interest payments on the bond- 
ed debt charged against the utile | 
ities. In 1940 the renewal and re- 
placement account was credited 
with $469,221.33 and capital and in-

EXTENSION MADE 

Payments out of the reserve ac- 
count for renewals and replace- 
ments during 1941 amounted to 
$623,355.16, compared with $253,- 
332.76 in 1940. The increase is ac- 
counted for by the fact that consid- 
erable equipment was purchased 
for the power plant extension, and 
also for the building to hold the 
new unit that is expected to go into 
operation early this summer. This 
extension is estimated to cost ap- 
proximately $750,000.

At Session Friday Morning 


Highlighting the resolutions 
brought up at the U.F.W.A. conven- 
tion at.the Thursday afternoon and 
Friday morning sessions, was a re- 
solution unainmously passed on the 
item of conscription. The resolu- 
tion, which met with a great deal 
of discussion and which was first 
presented as three separate resolu- 
tions and later amalgamated into 
one, read as follows: 

Whereas the World War has 
reached the stage where only an 
all out effort on the part of each of 
the democratic nations can ensure 
victory, be it resolved that this con- 
vention urge the Dominion govern- 
ment to intensify (a) conscription 
of wealth, natural resources and in- 
dustrial products;' (b) complete 


mobilization of men and women;; 


(c) the granting of equal recogni- 
tion of all contributions to the war 
effort. 

Another resolution from the Jen- 
nie Lind Local U.F.W.A. which was 
amended and passed, now reads: 
Resolved, that we ask the Dominion 
government to pass a law enforcing 
the compulsory testing of all cattle 
for tuberculosis. 

Another resolution that came up 
Friday morning, and which was 
passed with very little discussion, 
read: Whereas there have been a 
number of serious epidemios of in- 
fantile paralysis in both urban and 
rural areas of Canada, we therefore 
urge upon our dominion and prov-

the U.F-W.A. brousht up a resolu- 
tion that Rt. Hon. W, L. Mackenzie 
King be urged to form a coalition 
government from all political par- 
ties as was done in Great Britain

Further resolutions passed dur- 
ing the Friday afternoon sessions

berta teachers; to institute psyco-

noon. Mr. Brownlee declared that 
the private debt problem in west- 
ern Canada still remains one of its 
major problems. 

Mr. Brownlee spoke to the dele- 
gates on the general subject of 
mortgages in the light of recent 
legislation. He said that many peo- 
ple cannot understand why the 
Board of Review operating under 
the Farmers Creditors’ Arrange- 
ment Act treat a mortgage with 
such genuine respect and whole- 
some consideration, while not hesi- 
tating to practically wipe. out an 
ordinary debt. 

"The debtor remains at all times 
the legal holder of the land,” said 
Mr. Brownlee. “The mortgage sim- 
ply operates as a charge or en- 
cumbrance against the land, carry- 
ing with it the right of the credi- 
tor to enforce that charge or en- 
cumbrance if the debt is not paid 
at the times and in the manner set 
out in the deed of mortgage itself.”

' of the debt, particularly with respect 
to the arrears of interest in meri- 
torious cases. (2) It must provide for 
a reduction in interest rates to a rea- 
sonable and normal rate. 

Thirdly, the plan must be flexible 
in its operation. Authority should be 
vested in some body to follow the 
work of the farmer and if it is 
found that a reasonably efficient 
farmer cannot meet the debt as ad- 
justed, there should be a provision 
for further adjustment. Equally if 
it is found that through laziness, in- 
difference or extreme inefficiency 
the farmer cannot meet the liability 
that situation should be squarely 
faced. 

(4) Provision should be made+by 
which actions respecting land, in- 
cluding mortgages and agreements 
for sale, can be heard and deter- 
mined at much less expense than is 
now the case.

U.F.C. Replies 
To Travellers’ 
Protest Here 


A resolution passed recently by 
the Bellis local of the United 
Farmers of Canada (Alberta Sec- 
tion) dealing with the use of 
motor vehicles by commercial 
travellers was not meant as a 
criticism of the United Commer- 
clal Travellers. 

This was the text of a letter for- 
warded Friday on behalf of the 
U-F.C. to W. A. Cooper, chaplain, 
Edmonton Council No. 447, United 
Commercial Travellers.

“The Bellis local regrets exceed- 
ingly if you have taken from the 
resolution an inference that the 
local intended to be critical of your 
organization or the patriotism of 
any of its members.
